Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Ben Dover's Little Big Girls 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

If this video slick were submitted under si 3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 (the FVPC Act) it would be likely to be classified as objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the 
FVPC Act. Therefore in accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a) it is not approved for public display. 

The slick contains four photographs of a young-looking woman. In one photograph on the back 
cover, the woman's youthful appearance is particularly striking. Text alongside this photograph 
deliberately draws attention to her youthful characteristics, and describes her as looking 'barely 
legal'. This occurs in the context of a slick whose prime purpose is to interest the reader sexually 
in the associated video recording. It is therefore considered that the slick tends to support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

In refusing to approve the slick, the Classification Office places a limit on si4 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act). Flowever, it is likely that the slick would be classified as 
objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act if it were submitted for classification. Section 3(2)(a) 
is a deeming provision that cannot be given a meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms in 
si 4 of the NZBR Act. Section 14 of the NZBR Act is therefore overridden.
